PADEREWSKI’S PATRIOTISM. 


Like all Poles, Paderewski is intensely patriotic. Not long ago 
the Norwegian author, Bjornson, wrote an article in which he charged 
the Poles with being inimical to poetical genius, and depicted them as 
a nation possessed by Satan, whose brilliant talents have always been 
paralyzed by license, and who art now revealing their Satanic nature 
by oppressing the Ruthenians of Austria and Russia, and by even co- 
quetting with the Russian Bureacracy. 

To this Paderewski replied in an open letter to the “Zeit,” pointing 
out that the Poles had not presumed to pass judgment on the recent 
controversy between Norway and Sweden, which ended in the separ- 
ation of the two countries, and that Bjornson would have done well had 
he followed the same policy with regard to the domestic strife between 
the Poles and Ruthenians. The Poles, Paderewski said, have always 
been tolerant toward other nationalities, and they have no wish to stand 
in the way of the Ruthenians. 

What they desire is merely to safeguard their ancient and rich heri- 
tage of culture which they possess in eastern Galicia, Lithuania and 
white Russia. Paderewski ended by saying that his opponent did not 
serve truth by circulating erroneous information, let him visit those 
countries and judge for himself.
